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It is possible to provide an oil-retaining bearing that has an oil reservoir 3, 
which has a porous surface arising from the material of an oil-retaining 
bearing and has bumps 4 and dips 5, as shown in the drawing, and hence is 
large in a surface area and at the same time is low in temperature at the 
bumps 4 and can conveniently retain oil in the dips 5 by the surface tension 
of the oil, and hence can well retain overflowing lubricating oil by the oil 
reservoir 3 and can enhance an oil returning action effected by a 
temperature difference between the oil reservoir 3 and a shaft-fitted portion 
2, which is caused by the fin effect of the bumps 4 and the porosity of the 
surface, and can prevent the outflow of oil and hence can elongate a life. 
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
